Wheat loans will continue and reach a new peak as harvested 
grain goes into storage. Notification of wheat allotments 
4a winter wheat atates will be comleted. Winter wheat 

seeding will be in foi progress, Progress reports will be 
available on price adjustment Daymonte. For the purpose of 
the 1940 progren the non-wheat ellotment option met be ezorciged 
soon (See State Committee for date.) 


The corn resealing program will be in full ewing, and the bins 
purchased by the Government to store shelled corn delivered %o 
the Commodity Credit Corporation will be eat up in Corn Belt 
counties, The proclamation regarding the corn quota, if one 
ig necessary, will be made by the Secretary not later than 
September 15: if necessary a referendum would be held within 
<O deys after that date. Price adjustment payments on corn 
wil] be more than half completed during the month and 
agricultural conservation payments shovld start during the 
latter half of the month, The regular fall educational 
program will be held for county and commmity committesmen 
starting about September 10, (See special tips.) : 


Price adjustment payments will be going out during September. 
Loans will probably be made during the month, if there is a 
1939 loan progran for cotton. In Washington, plans will be 
mate for an educaticnal program preliminary tc the referendum, 
and forms will be prepared for a referendum. Farmers have 
received marketing cards and will be using them in connection 
with the sale of their cotton, Sounty and commnity commi ttee- 
men will be working on cotton acreage allotments for 1940. A 
marketing quota may be proclaimed for the 1940 cotton cron in 
September, ani a referendum held before I'scember 15 (this 
information is for release only after an announcement is made 
in Washington and after checking with the State AAA Committee. ) 


Flue-cured tebacco is being marketed in North Carolina and 
Virginia. Harvest of Burley and dark tobacco will be comleted 
early in September, Instructions for holding a referendum 

on fiue-cured tobacco have been forwarded to sounty committees. 
Indications are that the 1939 flue-cured crop will be large 
enough to briag supplies up to the quota level. If so, the 
proclamation of a quota will be made not later than December ij, 
and the refersndum held within 3 days after that. 


September 15, September 20, September 20, October 15, and 
October 20, depending on the area, have been set as the 
final dates for accepting applications for crop insurance 
on the 1940 wheat crop. (See svecial tips.) Most of the 
indemity payments in the winter wheat area will be naid by 


September, but payments in the spring wheat area will be in 


full swing.

The com resealing program will be in full swing during September, and 
much information can be originated in the field on this subject and others 
relating to the corn program. FBriefly, here are the main facts about the 
corn situation: As stated last month, there are 257,000,000 bushels of 
1937 and 1938 corn under the loan, It is exmected that loans on a good 
share of this will be renewed. For storing their corn an additional 12 
months, farmers will receive a storage allowance of 7 cents ner bushel. 
The self-insurance plan costs the farmer one-fifth a cent per bushel. 
Steel bins, purchased by the Commodity Credit Corporation for storing 
corn at country points, are being set un in Corm Belt counties to handle 
corn delivered in payment of loans. These bins will store over 43,000,000 
bushels of corn. The August crop report estimated the 1939 corn crop at 
2, 459,888,000 bushels. The proclamation of a marketing quota referendum, 
if i¢ is determined that a referendum is necessary, will be made by 
September 15, and a referendum will be held by October 5. A recent 
amendment to the marketing quota provisions of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938 makes it possible for farmers to market all the corn they 
produce whenever a corn marketing quota may be in effect, vrovided they 
keep within their corn acreage allotments. 


Where radio is used for AAA information work, now is a good time to plan 
radio broadcasts on the 1940 program and vhases of the 1939 program which 
are still developing. Fall broadcasting schedules will soon go into effect. 


In all regions there are soll=conserving and soil-building practices which 
farmers can Carry out only in the fall. In many areas this will be the 
last opportunity for information on practices until next snring, 


Since the deadline dates for accepting crop insurance applications on wheat 
in the county offices have been get, information work should stress these 
deadlines and the fact that farmers must complete their avolications and 
pay their premiums before the crov is planted. Progress stories on the 
number of crop insurance applications are suggested by the deadline dates, 


Progress reports are available on 1939 wheat loans, and vress material 

could be released on this subject. Nationally, about 50,000 loans on a 
13**%s over 37,500,000 bushels of wheat had been made by the middle of: 
August. 


September will be a good time to make arrangements for handling information 
work in regard to farmer-businessmen meetings which will be held curing 
the coming winter. 


Preliminary data on soil conservation practices carried out under the 1938 
AAA Farm Program are available in the states. County and State nress 
releases on these accomlishments, stressing soil conservation features, 
could ve prepared in the field. 
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Practically all states have the county fair exhibits on hand, and plans 
could be made to show these at meetings this fall and coming winter-~at 
businessmen conventions, pres association meetings, marketing association 
meetings, and other groups. 


September 10 is the deadline for planting seed furnished by the AAA uncer 
the special drought program in Northeastern states. Under this program 
farmers whose hay and ‘pasture seedings were destroyed by the drought, may 
obtain seed through the AAA to restore these seedings. 


Some work will be done on the 1940 program in September: Western Region== 
The national Range Conservation Program will be announced, and the general 
allotment for the 1940 program will be established for states. Desig- 
nation of special areas may be announced for such crops as potatoes and 
vegetables. District and county meetings will be held on the 1940 
program after which, in some areas, the sign<up of “farm plans" for 

1940 may get underway. The national ACP Bulletin will be reseased. 
Southern Region-<Details of the 1940 conservation program will be 
ammounced late in August or September, (This is true of all regions.) 
Northeast Region=-Plans are being made to conmlete regional end state 
bulleting on the 1940 conservation program by the latter part of 
September. East Central Reglon--Vork will be going forward on state 
bulletins on the 1940 program.

Even though a recent memorandum suggested getting pictures of the first 
steel grain bins to arrive in the counties, there is additional Spportuni ty 
to get pictures of these bins as they are set up and filled, especially 
where counties were unable to arrange for pictures of the first bins.
